Official Rupert of the J ury's Bal­ 
loting. 


—The energy d isplay ed by ou r city 
cou ncil on many occasions, somewhat 
sporad ical in its character, as the d octors 
wou ld say of a case of mu mps, bu t nev er­ 
theless well d efined as efforts to actu ally 
d o something, was nev er more marked 
than it has been this week. 
Men and

the streets and d u mping it into the riv e:. 
This is work, y ou see, or at least the city 
cou ncil can ace, that cou ld not be d elay ed 
with safety and therefore that bod y , 
thou gh hav ing not mu ch money to back 
it for ord inary repairs, has pu t men at 
work remov ing the snow from the streets 
before the warm weather shou ld melt or 
ev aporate the little cry stals and thu s re­ 
mov e it withou t ex pense; thu s illu strating 
the necessity of prompt attention as a d e­ 
lay of a few hou rs wou ld resu lt in there 
being no snow to remov e. 
This was in­ 
d eed a most timely work, which cou ld 
‘ not be postponed on accou nt of the 
weather” for the good reason that the 
weather was mighty liable, in a short 
time, to leav e no such wô rk for the city 
cou ncil to d o. 
In remov ing snow from 
the street d u ring a thaw thore shou ld be 
no d elay whatev er. Dr. Franklins famou s 
ad age in economy, a “ stitch intim e sav es 
nine,” applies with great force if y ou ap­ 
ply it inv ersely to the philosophers mean­ 
ing: 
Nine loads of snow shov eled and 
hauled from the streets yesterday sav es 
the hauling of one load to-day, now that 
the rain is remov ing it quite effectually.

M A J. GEN'. WIN’KIELI) SCOTT HANCOCK. 


N e w 
Y o r k , Feb. 10.—The whole country 
was shocked Tuesday afternoon by the brief 
telegraphic message from A<1 jt.-Gen. W h ip ­ 
ple, on Governor’s island, announcing the 
death of (ten. W infield S. Hancock, senior 
m ajor general United 
¡State« arm y, and 
commander of the m ilitary division of the 
A tlantic. 
The sad intelligence Was immedi­ 
ately conveyed to the remotest corners of 
the country, and as if by m agic the flags 
appeared at half-mast on the various public 
buildings in the city. 
W ith in an hour the 
telegraphic wire leading into the head­ 
quarters was burdened w ith me sages of 
condolence and tender sym pathy w ith the 
bereaved widow, whose grief i. overwhelm ­ 
ing, and of tributes to the ¡¡general’s private 
and public virtues ;ts a citizen, as well as to 
his greatness as a commander. 
THE NEWS (!K HIS DEATH 
was all the more startling from the fact that 
few, even of his intim ate friends, had any 
knowledge that his illness was considered to 
l>e serious, as late as Saturday last he was 
in his private office attending to his official 
duties. 
W hen ho went to Washington, two 
weeks ago Tuesday, a slight eruption on his 
netfic near the base of tho brain gave him 
some uneasiness, and tho inflam m ation in­ 
creased so rapidly that on Frid ay, Ja n . 159, 
he had it lanced by Dr. O’liie lly , the a t­ 
tending surgeon in W ashington at the head­ 
quarters of the arm y. The eruption continued 
to discharge freely, and tho loss of blood 
was such as to make a very perceptible d if­ 
ference in his usual robust uppearanee.

INTERCESSOR AND FORERUN­ 
NER FOR ALL MEN.

la L ooking A fter. 


New Y ork . Jan. 81.—Rev. Henry Ward 
Beecher spoke this morning from the follow­ 
ing passages: 
‘‘Whither the forerunner is for us entered, 
even J esus.” 
(Hebrews, vi, 30.) 
“ Wherefore He is able also to save them to 
frh* uttermost that come unto God by Him, 
•eeing he ever liveth to make intercession 
fo r them.* (Hebrews, vii, 25.) 


Mr. Beecher said: The book of Hebrews 
was designed for the J ews primarily , and 
therefore all its illustrations are national, 
and since all that economy which was so 
dear to the J ews is passed away , at least 
from Christian consciousness, we enu only 
understand it by giving it an interpretation 
suited 1 » our own experience, and to those 
great moral principles which underlaid tho 
J ewish economy . 
Wo know nothing about 
the high priest 
Among 
the J ews 
he 
was 
tho 
most conspicuous, 
unlike any 
other officer-—king, prince, president 
Ho 
was ordained to stand betweeif erring and 
sinful men and God, not to legislate, not to 
command, but as a sort of intermediator, a 
channel through which 
human weakness 
might u-ceud in 
pleadings before mercy , 
and through which also might descend for- 
give ness and compassion, 
lie was chosen, 
we are told, from among men; He repre­ 
sented in his experience tho avorage experi­ 
ence of coutinou men; 
He had therefore 
compassion with them; upon tho ignorant, 
upon thorn that are “ out of 
tho way ” — 
irregular; and we are told that J osus Christ 
took His place in a more glorious manner, 
and was ascended into tho great invisible 
to do for maukind what the pious J ews un­ 
derstool the high priost did for the J ewish 
religious nature. 
And so, while this is tho 
dominate figure, it is interlaced with others 
of u larger scope. 
This is what Ho is in 
heaven—Josus, the great High Priost—but 
Ho is the forerunner, and as, when some 
monarch approached, or some army , or some 
chanting band, or some enterprise, it was, 
and is, tho custom to send on in advance to 
make preparation and announce and to pro­ 
vide; and so Christ has gone into the 
invisible 
a: 
the 
forerunner 
of 
the 
humnn race. 
“ lie ever liveth to make intercession.” An 
advocate, one who pleads. 
What is He 
pleading for i 
I do not know. 
I know the 
result that He e x ac ts from the intercession. 
The whole occupation of the Savior in the 
other land is not to bo measured by our earth­ 
ly economies except by way of suggestion; 
not by way of limitation and accuracy ; 
but by w ay of u help to our imagination, 
picking out some single element most favor- 
ible, and giving to that scope uud power; 
and it may be said that Christ s intercession 
imply is His forerunning and advocacy , 
and intercession is doing every thing iu the 
invisible world that Ls necessary to bring 
men out of the visible world up there. W hat­ 
ever it is I don* t know. 
1 know very little 
about the state of affairs up there; but I 
snow that there is one there that has regard 
for mankind in their earthly condition, and 
what is that? 
Ignorant, imbecile, weak 
except 
in 
wickedness—powerful iu that— 
misled 
by 
wrong 
teaching, 
subject 
to overthrow by all sorts of ignorance of 
natural laws; very dim ey es, and imi*rfoct 
in iheir solutiou of the my steries of provi­ 
dence; the whole creation on earth “ groan­ 
ing and travailing iu pain until now.” 
And 
the first point that I wish to make is that 
there i* a great soul living for us in the in­ 
visible world. 
There is one to whom we are 
is dear a* children are dear to an earthly 
parent 
You and I and every one, boud and 
free, high and low, the human family , for 
whose 
illumination 
Christ 
came, 
and 
for 
whoee welfare 
He departed, 
say ­ 
ing: 
“ It 
is 
expedient 
for 
y ou 
that 
I ¿ 2 (lwAr. and so lato Ik? iivftFtnlr place.” 


and there assuming the whole admin.s*,ra:ion 
of the invisible world in su? h a way that 
men shall find their way out of the visible 
and material and into the spiritual and in­ 
visible world. 
He might have called Him­ 
self a pilot. That would have in it 
one shade 
of meaning. 
If He had called Himself their 
invisible captain, that would have in 
it^an­ 
other; but it is all summed up in this, “ W hat­ 
ever is needed for the race oa earth, in its 
transmigration, in its slow and imperfect 
unfolding,” all that Christ is looking aUer 
in the heavenly land. 
Now, there is no relation in nature of tuis 
thing at all, y et it is the truest revelation of 
the Bible. 
Science knows nothing about it, 
y et science represents the best and most 
complete thoughts of men in regard to God s 
administration of the material world. Faith, 
in the largest acceptance of the term, is 
magnificently more advanced than man’s 
senses and tl*e reasoning power that super­ 
intends them. 
“ SbaU a mon live againr 
Science say s: 
“ I know dtot. 
Ther* is no 
evidence.” If there is, therefore, to he any 
conviction, produced by force of reasoning, 
it must be conviction based on teetimony , 
not on observation, not on oar experience. 
And it is just here that Christ comes in a* a 
witness: 
“ I have descended from God. 
I 
know the truth.” 
And when he say s: ‘T know; I declare 
that in the realm where my Father dwell* 
there is ample apartment*and room for all 
of y ou, and I shall go to prepare a place for 
y ou, that where I am there y e may be aleo” 
—that is what I call revelation. 
All the 
questions which the soul would ask we can. 
in some degree answer through J esus Christ. 
They are answerlees without Him. 
Is there 
a cradle there? 
Are the infants there? The 
couch and the cradle con learn nothing of 
themselves. 
What is the occupation of the 
emancipated? 
Do they grow? 
What is 
growth in a spirit? 
Is there locomotion, or 
U the absence of the body but to give place 
to that lightning-like rapidity by which 
thought travels round and round the world t 
Can we intuit each other in that realm? Is 
there no occasion for secretive ness? Are wt 
luminous! Can men read each other os they 
read a book? Science can give us nothing 
in answer to these questions. 
What are 
their pleasures? What is the source of their 
joy s? That they live in the highest spheres 
of intelligent joy we are told in substance. 
What they are we do not know. 
And why ! 
When y ou can understand a simple analogy 
I think y ou can understand why . 
The silk­ 
worm live? by grawing leaves. 
It seems to 
enjoy it, and doubtless its highest idea of 
life is sucking leaves, and enough of it. 
By 
and by it weaves its own silken shroud; 
and 
when 
it 
wakes 
up 
it 
finds 
itself a butterfly . 
How unique, tho etlk 
worm say ing to some fellow worm: 
“ If 
thoro is an after-life for me, I will cotne 
back after Tm dead and tell y ou all about 
It.” I should like to know how the worm 
can know that it is to get a living by suck 
iug honey from the flowers! The reorgani 
ration put» the old and the new creatures on 
such different platforms that tho experience 
of one has no relation to the experience or 
capacity of the other. 
And men in this life 
going through that peculiar part of God’s 
experiment which 
requires husk, waste, 
chaff; living in the body and in conditions 
adapted to bodily wants; when they go out 
of that into the grain iteelf, or the flower and 
fruit itself, how eon they , in their lower state 
and condition, understand that which be­ 
longs to it* entirely new and superior condi 
tious of existence? 
This does not solve all intellectual ques 
tioiiA. 
There ore profound depths, from 
which no solution has y et been given. 
Wo 
throw the line, and tho plummet runs out 
tud out and out, and there seems to be no 
bottom. 
But in regard, generally , to tho 
not understanding of the upper and^ tho 
higher state, in a generic way , I think it 
is 
sufficient for any reasonable man to say : 
“ We nro to l>o exalted ho far above tho ox 
perience which men have iu this primitive 
organic state in bodily relation*, that it is 
tollable; it is not communicable; it is an ex­ 
istence whoso nature is not parallol to that 
earthly condition in which we are, and 
therefore cannot be explained.” 
Revelation say s, In effect: 
“ You cannot 
know 
that 
which 
exists 
outside 
and 
higher.” 
it say s: 
“ Now are we tho sons of 
God, but it doth not y et appear what we 
shall I.e. ’ 
That has not been revealed y ot; 
it is uurevealablo; it is to be known only by 
experience. 
But in the midst of these ex­ 
planations and doubt*, and y earninp, und 
longings, now comes tho great truth: 
“ In 
the world bey ond, so stange, h o vast, so un- 
ex pi or able, 
h o little known, even doubted, 
from which comes no sound; down from 
which come no documents; iu that great 
world bey ond there is a government pro- 
pansi to receive not only , but to superintend 
in preparation, all those that are on the way 
thorn 
Why , the granary does not know what is 
coining iu ou the cart. 
It has nothing to do 
with it. When tho frui* is rii>e it is gathered 
and carried into the house, an I when tlu 
grain is ripe it is gathered and carried to the 
granary , and they know nothing of it while 
they are growing. 
In that great receiving 
land there i* a distinct knowledge of all that

Here, then, is tha t wonderfu l declaration— 
when y ou come to really pu t it on, and

place—ami it su rely is—an I the other seems 
to hav e nothing in it—no sou nd, nothing 
that ordinarily attracts men's senses. 
Yet 
the bu siness of tho u niv erse is in tho iu v isi 
l ie, u nd all tho racket and 
all tho care, 
and 
nil 
the 
du st 
u u d 
defilement 
and till tho preparation, 
is 
down here; 
this is the IutrN? r room of the universe, the 
workshop of God, uud all the things most 
active, supornol, divine are going on above 
our heads, und out of our sight, uud bey ond 
our consciousness. 
But faith discerns uud 
accepts. 
Whatever is invisible, 
but 
iu 
activity above; whatever Ls not known to 
us, but known to Uod—it is all for us, aud it 
is going on without our cognition, but, 
nevertheless, going on. 
Tho heavens are 
taking care of the earth. 
And this vast con­ 
fusion that we see in tho career of time U 
not confusion as witnessed from the other 
life. 
This great truth, then, stands before y ou 
to-day ; namely , Jesus Christ governs in high 
places and in the invisible realm, with ref­ 
erence to the conduct of all, that Uve upon 


? ar- a, Stop by step, to the higher develop­ 
ment of spiritual life. 
Then, in the absenco of all scientific or 
“ sight” knowledge, it ought to rejoice u* to 
know that there is such a r e alin -a realm 
whose experiences cannot be guessed by 
lower mon, and only dimly by the 
very 
highest development* 
in the very highest 
men upon earth. 
It is a question whether 
this life Ls worth living. 
It is a weary 
question of a weary philosophy , the philoso­ 
phy of doubt—“ Is this life worth living? ” 
The highest minds, looking over all the phy ­ 
sical aspects of time, are 
inclined to think 
that the 
world, 
taken 
fairly on 
both 
sides, cannot indicate 
a benevolent 
God. 
Taking all ths neglects, all the silences all 
the organized sufferings, all that wuich 
phy sical nature reveals; cruelty organised; 
destruction triumphant in all the 
lower 
spheres of life; apparent misrnleandneglect 
in the higher form* 
of life; taking tho 
average from age to age, philosophy say s, 
|t is doubtful whether there is a benevolent 
God, 
But bey ond 
the 
evening, behind the 
clouds, bey ond the report of the senses, there 
Is an eternal provision going on for us; for 
y ou, for me and for mine, and to r the poor­ 
est ’ and 
most 
necessitous. 
As 
some 
great 
elemental 
law 
may 
be 
sem 
in 
silence 
to 
draw 
up 
ths 
gross, 
the shrub, the tree, and with silence to per­ 
fect and ripen it, so in the eternal silence of 
God’s providence in heaven there are steady 
drawings and influences spreading abroad 
over all creation, that ore drawing men up 
out of matter snd out of animalism into 
spiritual element*. 
And that there is such 
an organic kingdom, such an effluent power, 
is a matter that ought to assuage many sor­ 
row* and cure many doubts. 
God thinks for us. 
The world is like a 
cradle. 
God rocks it and he hears the in­ 
fant s cry and knows its needs, and the 
eternal Father cares continually for hi» 
creatures 
upon 
earth. 
The world 
of 
sense is like husk. 
Very necessary , ana 
y et of very little value, 
except os a 
nurse of the coming grain. 
The menu* 
by which we ¿ re developed in this life w« 
must not study them too closely ; iheir func­ 
tion is not revealed in their action—their 
heavenly and higher function. 
Ihe fruit 
U 
the explanation 
of the tree and of 
the vina 
And to know, from authority 
above, that the fruit celestial is the out­ 
come of all the treatment of life—ho*' 
many tears it will cure, how many heart­ 
aches it will soothe, how many fears an-, 
doubts it will destroy and take away ; whs 
light it wiil throw upon misfortune, wha; 
riches upon poverty , what humility unon 
pride, what rejoicing unon sorrow; that 
we are in the great wonder-working hand 
of 
Je* us 
Christ; 
that 
He 
is 
inter 
cessor, forerunner; that He stands in the 
heavenly plaee, to do all that which is 
necessary to be done for us in our varied 
condition. 
And this conception of life and 
of Christ is what is meant by faith. 
It is
